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. 25X1K 1. Garrisons of the Nis Military District have been inspected by Lt. Col. 


Dusan Cvetkovic, Sanitary Section Chief, Firat Army, who found that 
daspite the fact that orders had been issued for same and that the proper 
facilities existed, field kitchens had not been set up at Pec, Prizren, 
Stip, and other garrisons, The Valjevo garrison had a kitchen not in 
use, Gerrisons which have field kitchens are: Pozarevaé, Leekovac, 
Kuecayo, Pireot, Zajecar, Kicevo, and Titovo Uzice. 


2. During April 1950, more than 200 soldiers of the Nis Military District 
became 111 from eating kidneye, and 12 soldiers died during the same 
nonth. 
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
